Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
Services  for  the  year  1941. 

The  delay  in  submitting  has  been  unavoidable  and  the  report 
is  again  curtailed  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  instructions. 

In  1941  there  was  a rise  in  the  birth  rate  and  a fall  in  the  death 
rate.  A slight  increase  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  was  noted, 
but  there  was  only  one  death  recorded  during  the  year  from  Puerperal 
! causes. 

As  to  causes  of  death,  there  was  a noted  fall  in  the  number  of 
deaths  due  to  Influenza,  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia,  but  another  rise 
m deaths  from  Cancer  and,  unfortunately,  six  deaths  from  Diphtheria 
which  should  be  considered  a preventable  disease. 

There  is  an  increase  in  the  total  cases  treated  during  the  year  for 
\ enereal  Diseases  at  the  Treatment  Centre,  but  the  incidence  of 
purely  Ipswich  cases  remains  about  the  same. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  notification  of  cases  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis,  but  we  are  still  well  below  the  rate  obtaining  in 
1939,  and  again  although  the  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  show  a slight 
rise  from  those  of  1940,  they  are  still  below  the  1939  figure. 

In  general  the  health  standards  have  been  maintained  at  a very 
ngh  le\  el  considering  the  difficulties  to  which  the  general  population 
have  been  subjected  by  reason  of  the  war  conditions. 

i he  many  changes  in  all  sections  of  staff  has  necessitated  the 
employment  of  much  temporary  staff,  and  I have  to  thank  the  staff 
as  a whole  for  carrying  out  the  work  under  the  difficulties. 

In  conclusion,  I must  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  ot  Committees  for  their  understanding  and  pleasant 
co-operation.

During  the  year  1941,  3,776  children  were  examined  at  the 
routine  medical  inspections,  and  the  details  will  he  found  in  the  tables 
which  will  accompany  the  Report. 

We  have  been  able  to  maintain  routine  medical  examinations  in 
the  usual  three  age  groups  (5,  8 and  12  years). 

There  was  noted  during  the  year  a definite  increase  in  the  number 
of  defects  found  during  the  routine  inspection.  The  increase  was 
noted  chiefly  in  the  “Entrants”  and  “Leavers.”

Verminous  Conditions  (See  Table  V.)  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin. 

The  usual  statistics  in  regard  to  the  cleanliness  inspections  in 
schools,  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  yrear  are  m.  ted. 
In  regard  to  verminous  infestations,  a high  standard  is  still  attaining 
among  the  school  population.  I lere  the  state  of  cleanliness  is  grouped 
under  the  ‘Diseases  of  the  Skin,”  i.e.,  for  the  year  1941.  244  cases 

of  Scabies,  155  cases  of  Impetigo  and  12  cases  of  Ringworm  of  the 
body  were  noted.  In  common  with  the  country  as  a whole  there  has 
been  a definite  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scabies  among 
school  children  and  unfortunately  these  incidents  were  maintained 
throughout  the  year,  although  the  cases  of  Impetigo  remained  about 
the  same  as  the  previous  year.

Assistant  Dental  Surgeon,  has  very  ably  assisted  Uo  since  that  date.

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain  the  physical  education  in 
the  schools  at  a comparable  standard  to  the  very  much  changed  con- 
ditions brought  about  by  the  war.  Those  teachers  who  have  stepped 
into  the  places  of  men  called  to  His  Majesty’s  Forces  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  the  way  they  are  adapting  themselves  to  the  modern 
form  of  physical  training. 

Two  refresher  courses  for  teachers  were  held  during  the  year,  one 
being  a general  course  for  men  teachers  and  the  other  a course  in 
physical  training  and  dancing  for  women  teachers  in  junior  and  infant 
departments.

NUTRITION. 

The  statistics  in  regard  to  the  nutritional  status  of  routine  medical 
examinations  are  very  gratifying,  but  this  must  be  governed  by  other 
factors.  Due  to  the  changes  in  staff  and  other  conditions,  it  has  not 
been  possible  to  carry  out  a nutrition  survey  as  was  carried  out  for  the 
previous  year.  Although  statistically  from  the  official  grouping  laid 
down  by  the  Board  of  Education  there  would  appear  to  be  an  improve- 
ment in  the  nutritional  status,  I think  this  must  be  considered  with  the 
increase  of  defects  noted,  especially  in  regard  to  abnormal  tonsils  and 
adenoids  and  the  increase  in  the  eye  defects.  These  would  appear 
to  be  indications  which  must  be  carefully  watched.
